DISEASE AND PUBLICITY 


It was announced yesterday that 
the New York Academy of Medicine 
will launch a tremendous drive in 
the newspapers of United States 
against cancer. 

Every mode of prevention known 
to medical science will be outlined 
clearly and simply and given the 
widest possible publicity. 

This decision, taken by an organiz- 
ed group of orthodox and ethical 
physicians, is the mest momentous 
event in the history of medicine since 
the discovery of anaesthetics. For it 
renders official recognition to the 
unalterable fact that publicity and 


the cure and prevention of disease 
go inevitably hand in hand. 

For centuries, health knowledge 
has been monopolized by the medical 
profession, and = grudingly doled 
out under cabalistic formulae with 
all the mystery and secrecy of a 
voodoo seance. The medical profes- 
sion had regarded itself as a priest- 
hood, the sacred guardian of know- 
ledge too profund for the consump- 
tion of ordinary mortals. 

This conception might have been 
perfectly correct did it not ignore 
the most fundamental fact of health 
—the fact that health depends a full 
99 per cent, not upon what the 
doctor does for the patient, but upon 
what the patient does for himself. 
The first rule of public health is to 
teach the people how to live, how to 
care for their bodies, what to eat 
and what to drink. 

The medical profession has been 
like a dynamo, grinding out a colos- 
sal amount of electricity, but con- 
nected up to nm thing. The wall of 


medical ethics insulated the 
public from the life and health-giv- 
ing properties of scientific knowl- 
edge.
